Extract  of  a letter  trom  the  dean  of  Pe- 
terborough to  the  reverend  John  Lingard. 
a papist. 

" Rev.  Sir, — In  your  strictures  bn  pro- 
fessor Marsh’s  Comparative  View,  occur 
those  words  once,  “ the  new  church  of 
England,”  and  those  qjiener,  « the  mod- 
ern church  of  England.”  That  for  both 
these  expressions  yoti  are  amenable  to  a 
Court  of  justice,  I infer  from  this  extract: 
“ Seditious  words,  in  derogation  of  the  es- 
tablished religion,  zrt  indictable  as  tend- 
ing to  a breach  of  the  peace  | as  where 
a person  said,  your  religion,  preaching  is 
but  prating  ; and  prayer  once  a day  is 
more  edifying.”  1 Hawkins,  7.  Besides 
the  church  by  law  established  in  this 
country,  is  so  inseparably,  interwoven 
with  the  British  constitution,  that  What- 
ever is  cal.umny  upon  the  former  must  be 
calumny  upon  the  latter.

From  “ Letters  from  Edinburgh,”  in  the  North 
American  Review. 

should  think  there  was  no  man  in  this 
profane  world  so  often  asked  after  as  Walter 
Scott  and  no  traveller  ever  lands  in  sweet  Ed- 
inburgh without  inquiring  where  can  he  be 
seen  ? In  a small,  dark  room,  where  one  of 
the  courts  of  session  i9  held,  there  is  to  be 
seen  every  morning  in  term  time,  sitting  at  a 
little  table  and  keeping  the  records  of  the 
court,  a stout,  broad  shouldered,  brawny  and 
somewhat  fleshy  man,  with  light  hair,  light 
complexion,  eyes  between  a blue  and  a gray, 
thick  nose,  round  fat  face,  rather  sleepy  ex- 
prtssion,  covered  with  a ragged  black  gown, 
bis  lame  leg  stuck  under  the  table,  the  other 
sprawling  out  in  such  a manner  as  no  leg,  lame 
or  not  lame,  ever  ought  to  he.  Such  a nun 
foresooth  ! as  one  might  swear,  heaven  had 
marked  out — as  an  honest  good  natured  soul, 
though  rather  stupid  withal— a most  loyal 
subject,  fit  to  guzzle  port  and  porter,  pay 
taxes,  and  drink"  Cod  save  tl*  king.”  N .t 
one  poetic  line  or  ray  of  genius  in  his  face, 
except  atery  slight  kindling  of  the  eye,  to 
redeem  the  immortal  bust  of  the  author  of  the 
Lay  of  the  Last  Minstrel  from  the  staring, 
thoughtless,  besotted,  multitude  Mr.  Scott 
is  now  about  forty-five  years  old,  descended 
from  rather  an  obscure  family  in  Lothian,  and 
when  young,  he  says,  that  the  old  men  used  to 
take  him  up  on  their  knees,  call  him  little 
Watty,  and  tell  him  border  stories  and  legen 
dary  tales,  while  his  brothers  were  gone  to 
work  ; a privilege,  " Inch  his  lameness  gave 
him.  Some  of  those  philosophers,  who  are  in 
the  habit  of  making  a “ moral”  to  all  their 
fables,  may  very  possibly  find  out,  that  the 
world  has  gained  another  great  poet,  because 
Walter  Scott  was  born  with  one  leg  shorter 
than  the  other.  It  may  be  so— Waller  Scott 
was  married  sometime  since  to  a Guernsey 
lady,  an  illegitimate  daughter  of  the  late  duke 
of  Devonshire,  with  whom  he  was  said  trt  have 
received  L 10,000.  The  lady  was  born  in 
Guernsey, and  speaks  villainous  broken  Eng, 
lish.  Among  her  virtues  is  that  of  unsparing 
fury  against  all  unfortunate  wretches,  who 
criticise  her  husband’s  works  ; and  it  is  said, 
that  when  the  review  of  Slarmion  was  publish- 
ed  in  the  Edinburgh  Review,  she  Was  very  ninr 
boxing  the  editor’s  earn  at  a dinner,  where 
she  soon  after  happened  to  meet  him. 

Mr.  Scott  has  also  sr  me  other  blessings, 
which  rarely  fall  to  the  fortune  of  a poet.  He 
is  the  sheriff  of  a county,  commits  to  prison, 
and  hangs  with  great  spirit  and  quite  a vulgar 
dexterity  ; he  is  moreover  clerk  of  the  court 
before  mentioned.  These  two  situations  give 
him  L 800  or  1000  a year  ; besides  lie  had  for 
Marmion  1000  guneas,  2000  lor  the  Lady  and 
3000  for  Rokeby,  and  he  has  also  been  the 
editor  of  several  extensive  works 

Though  Mr.  Sc  ott  is  exposed  to  a constant 
throng  of  people,  with  letters  of  introduction, 
bis  houses  of  resort  in  Edinburg  are  not  very 
numerous,  and  lie  confines  himself  chiefly  to

LATE  FOREIGN  INTELLIGENCE. 

RENCH  OFFICIAL  ACCOUNT 
Of  the  battle  of  the  18/A. 


(TYanslatid  for  the  Ho- "in  Weekly  Messenger.) 

Paris.  June  22. 

We  have  not  room  to  point  out  the  va- 
rious positions  of  the  armies  in  the  en- 
gagement of  the  1 8th,  from  which,  howe- 
ver, it  appears,  that  tho  left, the  right  and 
the  reserve,  were  equally  engaged  at  a 
distance  of  about  two  leagues. 

The  17" tli,  at  ten  o’clock  in  the  evening, 
the  English  army  occupied  Mount  Saint 
John  with  its  centre,  and  had  its  out  posts 
in  advance  of  the  lurest  ol  Soignes. — 

Three  hours  would  have  been  required 
to  attack  it.  It  was,  therefore,  necessary 
to  deter  the  attack  to  the  following  day. 

The  head  quarters  of  the  emperor  were 
established  at  the  farm  of  Caillon,  near 
Planchenorte.  The  rain  fell  in  torrents. 

Great  Battle  cf  Mount  Saint  John.* 

At  nine  in  the  morni*j,  the  rain  having 
somewhat  diminished,  the  first  eorps  put 
itself  in  motion, and  took  post  with  its  left 
cn  the  Brussels  road,  opposite  the  village 
of  Mount  Saint  John,  which  appeared  to 
he  tlit  centre  of  the  enemy’s  position  — 

The  second  corps  supported  its  right  up- 
on the  Brussels  road,  and  its  left  on  a 
wood,  within  reach  of  the  English  cannon 
The  cuirrassiers  held  themselves  in  re- 
serve in  the  rear,  and  the  guard  were  al- 
so in  reserve  upon  the  heights.  The 
jhxth  corps,  with  the  cavalry  of  Gen. 
jJ’Aumont  underlie  orders  of  Count  Co- 
balt,! was  ordered  to  take  post  in  the 
rear  of  our  right,  to  oppose  a Prussian 
corps,  which  seemed  to  have  escaped 
from  Marshal  Grouchy,  and  to  intend  f il- 
ling upon  our  right  flank  ; an  intention, 
which  had  been  made  known  to  us  by 
our  reports,  and  by  a letter  from  a Prus- 
sian general,  winch  had  been  taken  by 
our  s<  outs. 

The  corps  were  full  of  ardor.  The 
force  of  the  English  army  was  estimated 
at  80,000  men,  audit  was  supposed  that 
a Prussian  corps  which  might  be  in  posi- 
tion by  the  evening,  amounted  to  15,090 
men.  The  enemy’s  force  was  therefore 
more  than  90,000  men.  Ours  were  less 
numerous. 

At  noon,  every  preparation  having  been 
made  Prince  Jerome,  commanding  a di- 
vision of  the  second  corps,  and  destined 
to  form  its  extreme  left,  advanced  upon 
the  wood,  which  was  in  part  occupied  by 
the  enemy.  The  cannonade  began  ; the 
enemy  supported  the  troops,  which  it  had 
sent  to  guard  the  wood,  with  50  pieces  of 
artillery.  We  too,  on  our  side,  employ- 
ed our  artillery.  At  one,  Prince  Jerome 
was  completely  master  of  the  wood  and 
the  whole  English  army  fell  back  behind 
a screen.  Count  D’Erlon  th.en  attacked 
the  village  of  Mount  Saint  John,  and  sup 
ported  his  attack  with  80  pieces  of  can- 
non. A terrible  cannonade  was  kept  up 
in  that  quarter,  from  which  the  English 
must  have  suffered  greatly.  All  the 
torps  advanced  towards  the  plateau. \ — A 
erigade  of  the  first  division  of  Count  d'Er- 
lon  took  possession  of  the  village  of 
Mount  Saint  John 5 a second  brigade  was 
charged  by  a body  of  English  cavalry, 
which  occasioned  it  great  loss.  At  the 
same  moment  a division  of  English  ca- 
valry charged  the  battery  of  Count  Erlon 
. on  ilk  right,  and  deranged  several  pieces  ; 
but  Gen.  Milhaud’s  cuirrassiers  charged 
this  division,  and  broke  and  cut  to  pieces 
three  regiments  of  it. 

It  was  now  three  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon. The  Emperor  ordered  the  guard 
to  advance  in  order  to  place  it  in  the  plain 
upon  the  ground,  which  the  first  corps 
had  occupied  at  the  commencement  of 
tne  action,  that  corps  being  already  in  ad- 
vance. The  Prussian  division,  whose 
movement  had  been  foreseen,  then  enga 
ged  with  Count  Loliati’s  light  troops  f to 
radical's ) extending  its  tire  upon  our 
whole  right  flank.  It  was  proper  before 
undertaking  any  thing  elsewhere,  to  a- 
wait  the  issue  q1  this,  attack.  With  this 
view,  the  whole  reserve  force  was  in  rea- 
. dihess.to  move  to  the  assistance  of  Count 
Lobau,andto  crush  the  Prussian  corps 
is  soon  as  it  should  have'  advanced. 

This  done,  the  emperor  had  formed  a 
•tau,  to  lead  on  an  attack  by  the  village 
•f  Mount  Saint  John,  from  which  was  ex- 
acted a decisive  success.  But  from  an 
.0 patient  movement,  so  frequent  in  ou,r 
military  annals,  and  which  has  so  often 
proved  fatal  to  us,  the  cavalry  of  the  re- 
serve having  noticed  a reltogade  movc- 
nefit  ofthe  English,  to  shelter  themselves 
’em  our  batteries,  from  which  they  had 1 disorder 
Iready  suffered  severely,  surrounded  the  | suffered 


j polled  the  attack  of  the  Prussian  co”ps  up- 
on our  flank.  This  attack  was  constant- 
ly kept|up,  and  bore  directly  oil  our  right 
flank.  The  Emperor  s<  lit  Gen.  Duhcsme 
to  this  point  with  the  young  guard,  and 
several  batteries  of  the  reserve.  The 
enemy  was  checked,  repulsed  and  driven 
•hack — he  had  exhausted  his  strength  and 
we  had  no  more  to  leal  from  him.  This 
was  the  moment  marked  out  lor  an  attack 
upon  the  enemy’s  centre.  As  the  cuir- 
assiers suffered  from  the  grape  shot,  four 
battalions  of  the  middle  guard  were  sent 
to  protect  the  cuirassiers,  support  the  po- 
sition, and,  if  postible,  to  disengage  a put  t 
of  our  cavalry,  and  cause  them  to  fall 
back  into  the  plain, 

Two  other  battalions  were  sent  to  hold 
themselves  en  / lotence  §.  upon  the  ex- 
treme left  of  the  division,  which  had  ma- 
nat vered  upon  our  flanks,  in  order  that 
we  might  have  no  anxiety  on  this  side  ; 
the  residue  were  placed  in  reserve,  a part 
to  hold  themselves  en  fiotencc  in  the  rear 
of  Mount  Saint  John,  a part  upon  the  pla- 
teau in  the  rear  of  the  field  ol  battle, 
which  formed  onr  position  of  reserve. 

In  this  state  of  things,  the  battle  was 
gained;  we  occupied  all  the  positions 
which  the  enemy  had  held  at  the  com- 
mencement ofthe  action,  our  cavalry  hav- 
ing been  too  soon,  and  too  disadvantage- 
euslv  employed,  we  could  not  hope  for 
decisive  success.  But  MarslialGrouchy 
having  been  iniormed  of  the  movement 
of  the  Prussian  corps,  was  marching  up- 
on the  rear  of  that  body,  which  assured 
us  a brilliant  success  in  the  operations  of 
the  following  day.  After  eight  hours  of 
firing,  and  of  charges  of  infantry  and  ca- 
valry, the  whole  army  saw,  with  satisfac- 
tion, the  battle  gained,  and  the  field  of 
battle  in  our  power. 

A1  half  past  eight,  the  four  batallions 
of  tire  middle  guard,  which  had  been  sent 
to  the  plateau  beyond  Mount  Saint  John 
to  support  the  cuirrasiers,  being  galled 
by  the  enemy's  grape  shot,  inarched 
with  charged  bayonet,  to  seize  the  batte- 
ries. The  day  was  just  closing : a charge 
made  upon  their  flank,  by  several  Eng- 
lish squadrons,  threw  them  into  disorder  ; 
the  fugitives  repassed  the  ravine : the 
neighboring  regiments,  seeing  some 
troops  ofthe  guard  in  confusion,  supposed 
it  to  be  tiie  old  guard,  and  were  alarmed  : 
the  cries — 11  all  is  lost” — “ the  guard  is 
repulsed” — were  heard  ; the  soldiers  e- 
ven  declare,  that  in  several  quarters, 
traitors  cried  out — “ snttve  qui  / teut ” — 
(save  himself,  who  can.)  However  this 
may  be,  a panic  terror  spread  all  at  once 
through  the  field  ; the  men  rushed  in  tiie 
greatest  disorder,  upon  the  line  of  com- 
munication ; the  soldiers,  cannoniers  and 
caissons  hurried  to  arrive  there  ; the  old 
guatd  which  was  in  reserve,  was  unable 
to  withstand  the  torrent  that  pressed  up- 
on it. 

In  an  instant  the  army  became  a con- 
fused mass  : — the  troops  of  all  arms 
were  mixed  together  and  it  was  impossi- 
ble to  re-form  a single  corps.  The  ene- 
my perceiving  this  strange  confusion, 
caused  some  columns  of  his  cavalry  to  de- 
bouche  ; the  disorder  increasod,  and  the 
darkness  of  night  forbade  our  rallying 
the  troops  and  convincing  them  of  their 
error. 

1'hus  alter  ending  the  battle  and  re- 
pairing the  errors  ofthe  day,  with  an  as- 
surance of  the  greatest  success  on  the 
morrow,  ail  those  advantages  were  lost  by 
single  moment  of  panic.  Even  the

My  Lord,  I guarantee  upon  my 
honour  this  armistice — all  the  reasons  which 
you  could  have  to  continue  hostilities  are  at 
an  end,  since  you  can  have  no  other  instructi- 
ons from  your  government  than  those  wlrich 
the  Austrian  generals  hati  front  theirs. 

1 make  your  lordship  a second  demand,  to 
cease  hostilities  immediately,  and  to  conclude 
an  armistice — to  watt  the  decisions  of  die  Con- 
gress, I cannot  believe,  my  Lord,  that  my  cfa 
mand  will  be  without  effect,  you  will  take 
up  .n  yourself  a great  responsibility  m the 
eyes  ot  your  noble  co-adjutors. 

No  other  motive  than  to  prevent  the  effusion 
oi  blood  and  tne  interest  of  my  country,  has 
dictated  this  letter.

And  of  those 
innumerable  troops  of  beggars  which  at 
this  time  glitter  in  the  armies  of  kings, 
there  is,  perhaps,  hardly  one  who  would 
not  have  been  driven  with  disdain  from  a 
Rinnan  cohort,  at  the  period  When  those 
soldiers  were  tiie  defenders  of  liberty  .’’ 

Now,  it  is  well  known  that  our  soldiers  and 
sailors  were  born  and  bi  ought  up  in  houses 
w hich  had  f re  placet  in  them,  with  every  thing 
answering  to  it  ; that  they  can  read  and  write, 
and  have  a biblc  ; and  possess  a general  know- 
ledge of  the  history  of  rlieir  own  country,  and 
of  that  of  England,  so  far  as  our  separation 
from  her,  and  our  independence,  are  concern- 
ed. Generally  speaking,  our  seamen  and  sol- 
diers are  better  acquainted  with  the  princi- 
ples and  causes  of  our  quarrel  with  England, 
than  the  subaltern  officers  of  the  British  ar- 
my. The  people  of  England  have  found  that 
our  prisoners  in  tbe  Dartmoor  depot  were  men 
of  intelligence,  as  it  regarded  personal  and  na- 
tional rights — and  every  way  equal  to  what 
we  suppose  to  have  been  the  intelligence  of  a 
Roman  soldier. 

An  American  sailor  or  soldier  is  of  greater 
estimation  in  society  than  the  Uritish  soldier, 
or  seaman.  In  our  papers  of  the  present  w-ck 
we  read,  under  the  notice  of  deaths — “ In  Phi 
ladelphia,  sergeant  \Y  m Burbank  of  'he  marine 
corps,  aged  25,  a native  of  Massachusetts” — 
and  not  unfrequently  the  deaths  of  private  sol- 
diers are  thus  noticed.  There  is  no  such 
tiling  in  England,  Holland,  Germany,  Russia 
or  Prussia.  Every  private  soldier  that  dies  in 
ou,  garrisons  or  at  our  hospitals  is  conveyed 
to  the  grave  in  solemn  procession,  with  arms 
revers'd  and  mutlle  drum.  The  lively  indig- 
nation ot  tiie  whole  continent,  (a  few  cold 
blooded  tories  excepted)at  the  JJartmoor  Mas- 
sacre, is  another  instance  of  our  affection  for 
tile  sailor  and  the  soldier.  Compare  this  feel- 
ing with  the  habits  and  practices  of  the  Brit- 
ish- Due  would  suppose  that  the  King’s 
guards  were  aehosen  band  of  soldiers,  respect- 
able in  themselves,  and  respected  by  their  offi- 
cers, and  by  the  inhabitants  of  London  and 
Westminster  ; and  yet  every  inhabitant  around 
St.  James  Park  knows  that  there  is  scarcely  a 
morning  in  the  week,  when  their  ears  are  not 
assailed,  for  hours,  with  the  cries  and  shrieks 
of  these  miserable  -old.ers,  tied  up  to  the  hal- 
berts, and  under  the  lash  of  their  lacerating 
cat-o’ninel.  ils  ! for  stealing,  arid  for  crimes  of 
a more  trifling  nature  \\e  ourselves  remem- 
ber, with  horror,  the  cruel  whippings  of  the 
British  soldiery  in  Boston.  Can  we  wonder 
these  wretches  desert  ' Can  we  wonder  they 
often  shoot  their  officers  ! Are  we  surprized 
that  navy  officers  ate  often  shot  from  the  tops, 
on  their  own  quarter-deck  ! Or  that  they  risk 
their  lives  in  running  away  from  their  ships  !
